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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Saito et 
al (JP 11-190236). Saito et al discloses a device for suppressing the 
knocking of a 4 -cycle engine, having a valve opening/closing 
timing changing means for making the timing of opening and 
closing of a suction valve 8 and/or an exhaust valve 9 variable 
relative to the phase of a crankshaft, and provided with a knock 
sensor for detecting knocking, subjects the timing of opening 
and closing of the valve to feedback control to retard or 
advance it depending on whether or not knocking takes place. The 
device may also subject ignition timing to feedback control to 
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retard or advance it depending on whether or not knocking takes 
place . 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Aoyama 
et al (US 6,769,404). Aoyama et al discloses a knock sensor 38 that detects 
an intensity of knocking and generates a signal indicative of 
the intensity of knocking; and an ignition-timing control 
system that retards an ignition timing when a knocking condition 
is detected, wherein the valve closure timing of the intake 
valve 4 is retarded when the signal from the knock sensor 
exceeds a predetermined slice level under a condition that the 
working angle of the intake valve has to be controlled to 
180. degree. See col. 18; lines' 1-10.
